Are Operating in State of Tense 
Preparedness to Guard 
Against Attacks 


‘ BPRLIN, May 81, — The Ruhr 
banks are operating in a state of 
tense preparedness to guard against 
French seizure of their funds, 
cording to a statement issued by 
Vice-President von Glasenapp of the 
Reichsbank. He explains the pre- 
cautionary measures which were in 
effect at the Essen branch of the 
Reichsbank when ninety two billion 
marks were seized recently. 


' 
Learning that a seizure might he 


attempted the bank had installed a 
sort of burglar alarm running from 
the main entrance to the interior. 
An employee was stationed at the 
entrance during (banking hours to 
set the alarm in action the moment 
he detected anything suspicious ouc- 
side, It was arranged that when 
the alarm was sounded all the vaulis 
were to be locked and the keys 
hidden. 

On the day of the recent seizure, 
according to von Glasenapp, the 
Watchman was on guard 4s usual, 
but the moment the bank opened in 
the morning two French detectives 
in civilian clothes sprang through 
the doorway and overpowered the 
guard /before he could give the 
flarm. By this time a number of 
persons fhad = entered the bank, 
among them five Frenchmen, who 
held up the bank employees at the 
point of revolvers. Then they pro- 
ceeded ty complete the seizure.

WHAT ABOUT THOSE SUBWAYS? 

The city clerk has been notified that the 
Railway Commission will hold its sittings in wesi- 
ern Canada some time in the near future. A sub- 
ject which might well be brought to the attention 
of the commissioners here is that of subways on 
First street and Namayo avenue. They have 
heard of these requirements before, but nothing 
has yet been done in the way of construction, and 
the need is both apparent and growing. These 
improvements could probably be made as cheaply 
now as at any time, and the sooner the better. 
In any case it would do no harm to keep the mat- 
ters before the Commission, and to present statis- 
ties showing the amount of traffic at either 
crossing and the importance of having the work 
put in hand, 


DESPITE THE SNOW 

Forest fires have broken out in northern 
Ontario, a large amount of timber has been al- 
ready destroyed, and several towns are in danger. 
Only a few weeks ago, when Alberta farmers 
had been at the spring work for a month or more, 
that district reported a snowfall of a foot in 
depth, The incident serves to show that the 
protection of Canada’s forest wealth is a mea. 
sure of conservation that will have to be under- 
taken by human agency, and that it is possible 
to place too much reliance upon assistance from 
nature. One would suppose that a foot of snow 
coming that late in the spring would have smoth 
ered slumbering fires, clothed the woods in grecn, 
and thus automatically killed any danger of early 
summer fires. 


INVESTIGATION NEEDED 
Alberta’s new residents from the Hebrides 
Islands are said to be not altogether satisfied 


with the treatment they have received, and are 
inclined to think that there is a difference be- 
tween the conditions as represented to them and 
the conditions as they exist It is not uncommon 
for a new comer to any strange country to find 
that the reality does not in all respects coincide 
with the impression he had formed and brought 
with him. All the same, these complaints should 
be looked into promptly and carefully by offi- 
cials of the immigration department, and full 
and ample justice done to these settlers. If 
things have been mis-represented to them they 
will have to be compensated in some way by 
somebody. Canada is a good enough country for 
anyone, without having its conditions and op- 
portunities exaggerated in the hope of drawing 
immigrants; and to permit that is about the 
surest way to neutralize immigration effort and 
waste the public money spent on it. The Do- 
minion government would not of course be a} 
party to such mis-representation, and it cannot 
afford to allow other parties to bring people 
here by such means. 


THE END OF THE ROAD 

Young Rogers, the North Bay murderer has 
met his fate. The story of his criminal career has 
been published in every newspaper in the coun- 
try during the last fortnight. Probably most 
boys have read it who are old enough to read. 
It should be read by every boy—and by every 
parent as well—with eyes open to the facts re- 
corded and the terrible warning conveyed. It 
js a tale of a boy who went wrong, that’s all. | 
Rogers was not a murderer to begin with. His 
first offences were minor ones. But when he 
was punished for them he took the wrong turn. | 
ing. Instead of reforming, he deliberately de- 
elared war against the law and its officers—that 
{s, against the public, and any person who might 
cross his pathway. ‘l'o that course there could 
be only one end. He simply had to be killed, 
sooner or later, whether by a bullet or a hang- 
man’s rope was incidental. There was nothing 
heroic about Rogers. He was not clever; any 
fool ean butt his head against a wall. He was 
not courageous, for he could not ‘‘take his medi- 
cine’? when he was caught breaking the rules 
of the game of life. He was a poor sport, a cad, 
a'shirker and a coward. He rebelled against the 


law-—which was made for his protection as much 
as for that of anyone else. His own wilfulness 
and uselessness led directly and immediately to 
his death. The day he was shot he was seen 
sneaking to the ‘‘eabin’’ of his aged father and 
mother to get something to eat after nearly starv- | 
ing in ‘the woods. That gives the measure of the | 
character he had developed. Had he been wort 
the cartridges which were wasted on him he 
would have been working at some honest job, and 
carrying home part of his earnings to that cabin 
to help support the old couple. He was probably 
a mental defective, certainly a moral one, More 
than likely him early training was not good, since 
it did not teach him obedience to authority—-the 
first rule of life.
